Loken and all others that responded. 75% modulation is good enough 
without having to troll for a plate transformer. 


For those who asked the difference between the DX-60 and the DX-60B, it 
is an additional cap in the power supply to lower the ripple. The B has 4 
4AOuf caps in the 650V section and 2 20uf in the 110V section, not sure 
what the other models had. Actually there were 3 different DX-60 

models. The original (the DX-60) had a gloss finish and a meter mounted 
from the inside with a trim ring around it. Then came the A model also 
with a gloss finish. Then finally the B model with the mate crinkle 


finish and the additional cap. All this info. came from Ron at RTO 
Electronics who runs a business repairing Heathkit ham gear.

You bring back fond memories of a 4350A and 4301 SSB adapter I owned 
back in the 60's. Loved that receiver -- except for that #@$%&$4% 
tuning mechanism, which I never could get adjusted right. 


Same problem, grooves in the shaft and not very round bearings. 
Seems to me I was able to get a replacement shaft from Electro-Voice ... 
or maybe I just tried and failed .. don't remember now. Anyway, since 


the receiver was relatively new then and had the problem, I get the 
sense that the mechanism just didn't last very long. 


I'd love to find another 4350A/4301 combo, but I bet I'd have the 

same troubles you are experiencing .. and I'm getting too old to 

deal with the frustration. I wonder if you could find a technical 
machine shop who could take the parts you have and machine you a WHOLE 
BUNCH of spares? Heck, these could even become a hot selling item ..

Small Parts, Inc. sells nicely spherical bearings/whatevers in a very 
wide assortment of materials, along with various sorts and sizes of 
metal/phenolic/Delrin/etc. rod. At the very least, you'd be able to 
replace the bearings and perhaps if they were a tiny bit oversized, it 
would get around the groove worn in the shaft. (Small Parts, Inc, 13980 
N.W. 58th Court, P.O. Box 4650, Miami Lakes, FL 33014-0650; (305) 558-1255) 


The best thing would be to hunt up a hobby machinist; it takes a heap 
of hunting but is well worth it! (Years ago, back when the wooly 
mammoth roamed the plains it was, my dad had found a guy who was a xlotx* 
of help with things like odd assemblies for my brother's go-kart, and the 
occasional steel chassis/cabinet I needed to have tube sockets and the 
like mounted on. He was "Semi-pro:" a retired tool & die man who charged 
very low rates for small jobs). 


In an assembly like the RME's drive, it's a good idea for one of the 
bearing surfaces to be "sacrificial," made of a (slightly) softer material 


then the rest of the assembly, and to plan on replacing it as it wears. 
If everything is the same hardness, the whole thing wears out; in this 
case, you'd probably want the spheres to go first, since they're probably 
the simplest to replace.

I know this is not a direct answer to your question and it's been more years 
than I like to count since I had anything to do with vibrator power supplies, 
but I believe that most of the failing ones back then were repairable. Most 
people did'nt do it because replacements were plentiful and not very 
expensive. As I recall, the failures were usually caused by pitted or 
corroded points, or simply tension adjustment of the vibrating leaf. You 
might try opening one up to see.

I'm not sure about what caps your talking about, but I do know that a shorted 
interrupter in a vibrator will smoke the power transformer if not caught in 
time. When the contacts short, there will be continuous DC flowing through 
the xformer primary and the only factor which limits current flow is the DC 
resistance of the primary. Since the resistance is usually quite low, too 
much current flows through the primary and hence the smoke. 


There is no reason why you can't use chopper transistors in place of the 
vibrator. The objective is to chop up the DC input voltage in order for it to 
have rise and fall. This chopped up voltage is applied to the input of the 
xformer primary and is induced into the secondary. Its then applied to the 
rectifier and filtered. (Heck, if you could open and close the input circuit 
fast enough by hand, one could simulate the effect of the vibrator). 


Try consulting the mobile power supply section of a 1960's or 1970's Amateur 
Radio Handbook. There should be some circuits that will give you results. The 
is one little fly in the ointment. If I remember correctly, most of the 
transistors used in these input choppers are germanium. I have found 
replacement germanium power transistors to be very pricey or they are no 
longer made. Innovation is the operating word here.

Kevin, you can use most any stand-alone BFO, er, UFO, ex, VFO (got it 
right that time) with your Hot Water 16. I used the Heath VF-1, 

which was the earlier generation version of the HG-10B. It had the 

same kind of dial and feel as the VFO on the the DX-100 - not much 
vernier!! It was a popular alternative for those of us who had HW16s as 
novice rigs in the early 70s, who wanted to go VFO, but couldn't afford 
the pricey HG-10B. The HG-10B was the matching VFO for the DX60B 
transmitter. As I remember, it didn't even match the HW16 styling as 
much as it did the DX60/HR10 (?) xmtr/rcvr pair. 


So even tho the VF-1 isn't really part of the same vintage as the HW 16, 
there certainly is a precedent for using them together :). 


I never had one, but if I remember, the HG-10b may be compatible with the 
grid-block keying circuit in the HW-16. If so, then the VF-1 is probably 
NOT, at least as original. That should not deter you from using it, tho. 
If the HW-16 keys the oscillator on and off, then you MIGHT have some 
chirping when you key it. Not too hard to fix. I think that I used to 


leave the VF-1 on SPOT, or similar, when operating, and turned it off 
when going over to rcv. A real Novice set-up! I got my Advanced within 
weeks of getting my Novice, however, and graduated to a used SB-100, 

so it didn't matter. 


So if you see a VF-1, definitely pick it up (it should be CHEEP!). 
You can use it to get on the air and have fun. More fun than getting the 
fancier VFO, and doing it right! 


Brings back pleasant memories. Thanx.

Dunno about X-Ray machines, but a couple of times I've seen diathermy 
machines, including real antique models in oak table cabinets (not 

really all that big). Inside looked like a 6-meter xmtr, with a couple 
of big triodes (a tad smaller than VT-4-Cs) with a big inductor, a tuning 
cap, a power transformer, and not much else. Self-rectified I assume. 

I barely remember in mid '50s when these old diathermies would blow away 
the bottom TV channels with their self-rectified sideband splatter. 

I think the FCC outlawed the beasts after that. 


But you could make a heck of a 6-mtr rig out of one. Too pretty inside 
to hack up, tho. 


The X-ray tube would make a GREAST display in your living room. 


BTW, I do remember an industrial X-ray machine at the Penn State auction 
back about 1960. Transformer was the size of a garbage can,
